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Sixty- Sixth  Annual  Report 

An  Unending  Story 

THE  Sixty-Sixth  Year  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  is  another  chapter 
in  an  unending  story  of  service  to  the  sick ;  the  training-  of  interns,  resi- 
dents, and  student  nurses ;  and  research  in  many  fields.  Just  as  advances 
in  any  business  result  from  extension  of  its  usefulness,  so  the  Presbyterian 
Hospital's  accomplishments  in  1948  reflect  our  effort  to  make  the  Hospital 
of  greater  value  to  more  people  in  these  three  broad  areas  of  activity. 

In  presenting  this  report  for  1948  one  cannot  entirely  escape  the  cumu- 
lative effect  of  past  years  as  reflected  in  current  achievements,  nor  antici- 
pate the  future  without  recognizing  that  it  will  in  part  be  a  projection 
of  the  present. 

In  the  care  of  the  sick  the  year  1948  recorded  14,483  admissions  to  hos- 
pital beds,  the  largest  number  in  our  history,  with  1947  the  previous  high 
of  14,274.  Patient  days'  care  in  1948  amounted  to  146,945,  indicating  an 
average  stay  in  the  general  hospital,  excluding  maternity  and  pediatrics, 
of  11.7  days.  Based  on  the  number  of  adult  admissions,  each  adult  bed  was 
occupied  by  28  patients  during  the  year,  while  in  the  Maternity  Depart- 
ment each  bed  was  occupied  by  41  patients,  and  in  the  Pediatrics  Depart- 
ment, 23  patients.  The  average  daily  census  was  402. 

In  addition,  67,080  visits  were  made  by  10,059  patients  to  Central  Free 
Dispensary,  the  Outpatient  Department  of  the  Hospital.  Of  these  visits, 
44,229  were  by  patients  who  themselves  made  no  contribution  for  their 
care.  The  cost  of  providing  this  service  was  met  in  part  by  welfare  agencies 
which  paid  less  than  half  the  cost  per  visit,  by  a  generous  contribution  from 
the  Community  Fund,  and  a  substantial  underwriting  out  of  Hospital  funds. 

This  continuing  record  of  greater  service  to  more  patients  was  made 
possible  by  the  loyal  efforts  of  employees,  student  nurses,  house  staff  and 
volunteers,  to  all  of  whom  the  Board  of  Managers  wishes  to  record  its  sin- 
cere appreciation. 

In  addition  to  this  continued  demand  for  increased  facilities  in  the  Hos- 
pital, particularly  for  additional  beds,  the  new  Congress  Street  Improve- 
ment necessitates  the  early  evacuation  of  the  present  Sprague  Home  for 
Nurses.  For  several  years  a  Future  Planning  Committee  of  the  Board  of 
Managers  has  been  developing  a  program  for  the  building  of  a  new  nurses' 
residence  and  the  enlargement  of  the  Hospital.  This  program,  which  has 
been  formulated  with  the  continuous  collaboration  of  both  the  Medical  and 
Administrative  Staffs,  is  now  reaching  completion  and  will  shortly  be  sub- 
mitted for  final  approval  to  the  Board  of  Managers  and  various  other  in- 


terested  groups.  It  is  hoped  to  finance  the  cost,  which  will  be  substantial, 
through  a  campaign  for  funds  to  be  launched  probably  in  the  early  Fall 
of  1949. 

Unlike  many  types  of  business  which  have  shown  some  decrease  in  de- 
mand for  their  product  or  service  in  recent  months,  the  need  for  increased 
facilities  for  patients  in  Presbyterian  Hospital  has  shown  no  diminution. 
Much  of  this  can  be  attributed  to  the  fact  that  people,  on  a  purely  volun- 
tary basis  and  in  typical  American  tradition,  have  provided  themselves 
with  insurance  to  meet  the  unexpected  hospital  expense  when  it  occurs. 
Our  own  experience  shows  that  approximately  50  per  cent  of  the  patients 
admitted  to  the  Hospital  now  have  health  insurance  of  one  form  or  another. 
We  believe  that  this  method  should  be  encouraged  because  it  perpetuates 
a  voluntary  system  of  medical  service  which  has  brought  to  the  United 
States  the  highest  level  of  care  of  any  country  in  the  world. 

The  combined  operation  of  the  Hospital,  Central  Free  Dispensary,  and 
the  laboratory  buildings  of  the  Rush  Medical  College  resulted  in  an  excess 
income  of  $27,322  over  expenses,  of  which  $25,000  was  applied  as  a  final 
reimbursement  to  Endowment  Funds  of  an  advance  made  several  years 
previous  for  the  installation  of  new  X-Ray  equipment.  The  expense  of  oper- 
ating the  Hospital  includes  no  charge  for  depreciation  of  buildings. 

The  final  operating  figures  for  1948  are  shown  after  an  expenditure  of 
$209,842  in  the  care  of  free  and  part-pay  patients,  in  the  support  of  the  Out- 
patient Department  (Central  Free  Dispensary) ,  and  in  the  maintenance  of 
the  Rush  Medical  College  properties  where  teaching  and  research  programs 
are  being  carried  on,  but  does  not  include  any  of  the  funds  spent  specifical- 
ly on  research.  These  gratifying  results  were  made  possible  by  the  endow- 
ment income  of  the  Hospital,  the  active  interest  and  support  of  the  Wom- 
an's Board,  the  Presbyterian  Churches,  and  the  many  other  friends  of  the 
Hospital,  as  shown  in  the  detailed  financial  reports. 


Memorials  that  Live  in  Service 

Gifts  to  the  Endowment  Fund  during  the  year  aggregated  $324,940.13 
and  brought  the  total  Endowment  of  the  Hospital  to  $7,194,345.88  as  of 
December  31,  1948.

Included  in  the  gifts  for  1948  were  three  memorial  rooms — the  Oscar 
Remmer  Room  by  the  Oscar  Remmer  bequest  of  $44,508;  the  completion 
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of  the  John  M.  Simpson  Room  endowment  by  John  M.  Simpson;  and  the 
David  S.  Bain  Room  by  Minnie  S.  Bain  whose  total  gifts  of  $204,380  also 
provided  for  the  naming  of  the  David  and  Mary  M.  Bain  Ward. 

The  will  of  William  F.  Bode  left  one-fourth  of  his  estate,  valued  at  $11,794 
to  Dr.  Herman  L.  Kretschmer,  who  turned  this  amount  over  to  the  Board 
of  Managers  with  the  understanding  that  the  income  be  used  for  research 
in  Urology. 

From  the  estate  of  Dr.  John  Favill,  former  Chairman  of  the  Department 
of  Neuropsychiatry,  an  unrestricted  gift  of  $1,000  was  received.

In  addition  to  being  an  important  source  of  new  Endowment  Fund  gifts, 
the  Woman's  Board  has  continued  its  record  of  service  in  numerous  ways 
as  summarized  in  the  report  of  its  activities  which  appears  on  another 
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page.  This  group,  founded  at  the  same  time  as  the  Hospital,  again  rendered 
inestimable  service  to  the  Hospital  during  1948,  and  through  its  committee 
activities  and  monthly  educational  programs  continues  to  be  an  important 
medium  for  keeping  the  churches  and  other  friends  informed  about  the 
work  of  the  Hospital. 

The  School  of  Nursing  had  an  enrollment  of  196  students  at  the  end  of 
the  year.  Two  classes  were  admitted  in  1948  with  the  Fall  group  of  67  be- 
ing one  of  the  largest  enrolled  in  peacetime.  The  Director  of  the  School  and 
the  faculty  are  busy  planning  in  detail  all  of  the  facilities  to  be  provided 
in  the  new  nurses'  residence. 

In  1948  the  Hospital  acquired  and  began  to  take  possession  of  a  53  unit 
furnished  apartment  building  located  at  1940  Lincoln  Avenue  purchased 
by  the  Hospital  in  November,  1947.  This  building  has  provided  excellent 
living  accommodations  for  nurses  and  other  professional  employes  and  is 
in  a  most  accessible  location  to  the  Hospital  and  within  one  block  of  Lincoln 
Park. 

Early  in  1948  we  were  saddened  by  the  death  of  Mr.  Lucius  C.  Hollister, 
who  for  several  years  had  served  as  Chaplain  in  the  Hospital.  On  recom- 
mendation of  its  Clerical  members,  the  Board  of  Managers  appointed  as  his 
successor  the  Rev.  Louis  W.  Sherwin,  D.D.,  who  recently  retired  from  an 
active  pastorate  of  17  years  at  the  Highland  Park  Presbyterian  Church. 
Rev.  Sherwin  began  his  ministry  to  the  sick  on  October  1,  1948. 

During  the  year  there  was  lost  through  death  Dr.  Bert  I.  Beverly,  Assist- 
ant Attending  Pediatrician,  who  had  been  a  member  of  the  staff  for  16 
years.  He  had  been  particularly  interested  in  the  behavior  problems  of  chil- 
dren and  had  made  many  contributions  to  the  literature  in  this  field.  Death 
also  claimed  Dr.  Frank  W.  Allin  who  had  served  on  the  Outpatient  staff  in 
the  Central  Free  Dispensary  for  44  years,  rendering  a  quiet  but  effective 
service  in  the  Nutrition  Clinic  of  the  Pediatric  Department. 

Teaching  and  Research  Program 

In  the  tradition  of  teaching  and  research  which  has  always  characterized 
the  interest  of  the  Hospital  and  the  attending  staff,  there  are  currently  30 
interns,  45  residents  and  five  fellows  and  voluntary  assistants — making  a 
total  of  80  young  doctors  who  are  receiving  training  in  the  Hospital,  in  the 
Outpatient  Department  and  in  the  research  facilities. 

In  addition  and  in  cooperation  with  the  University  of  Illinois  College  of 
Medicine,  on  whose  faculty  all  of  the  Attending  Staff  of  the  Presbyterian 
Hospital  are  members,  there  was  an  average  of  85  undergraduate  medical 
students  studying  patients  in  the  wards,  the  Outpatient  Department  and 
the  laboratories. 

The  facilities  for  the  Department  of  Medicine  were  completed  in  1948, 
and  a  number  of  projects  in  research  are  now  going  on.    There  was  also 
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completed  as  a  joint  effort  with  the  Department  of  Surgery,  a  cardio-phys- 
iology  laboratory  in  which  heart  catherizations  are  performed  as  a  diag- 
nostic procedure.  This  laboratory  has  its  own  complete  X-ray  facilities. 

The  development  of  the  facilities  for  the  Department  of  Surgery  is  mak- 
ing rapid  progress  and  when  the  final  undertaking  is  consummated,  it  will 
mark  the  full  completion  of  the  program  of  providing  new  laboratories  for 
research  and  teaching  in  surgery,  medicine,  pathology  and  biochemistry 
begun  in  1946  on  the  top  three  floors  of  the  Senn-Rawson  buildings  of  Rush 
Medical  College.  The  program  providing  these  facilities  and  the  eminent 
scientists  who  are  giving  their  full  time  to  their  utilization  has  been  devel- 
oped under  the  general  supervision  of  the  Research  and  Education  Com- 
mittee of  the  Attending  Staff  of  the  Hospital  in  cooperation  with  a  sim- 
ilarly designated  committee  of  the  Board  of  Managers.  Under  the  aegis 
of  these  Committees,  sixty-five  different  research  projects  have  been  un- 
der study  and  investigation  in  the  last  year.  Studies  are  being  made  by 
members  of  the  Attending  Staff  who  apply  for  special  grants  to  pursue 
special  problems  as  well  as  by  full  time  research  men  being  supported  out 
of  the  research  budget  available  for  this  purpose. 

These  broad  activities  in  research  and  education  can  only  be  carried  on 
as  gifts  for  this  purpose  are  received.  To  all  who  have  helped  in  this  pro- 
gram of  full  time  research,  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  is  deeply  grateful 
and  trusts  that  through  the  continuing  generosity  of  its  friends  these 
efforts  can  be  sustained  on  their  present  important  level  and  scope.

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Woman's  Board  Sponsors  Many  Activities 

Through  the  cooperation  and  loyal  support  of  53  represented  churches, 
an  active  general  membership,  and  the  Winnetka  Auxiliary,  the  Woman's 
Board  of  Presbyterian  Hospital  sponsored  numerous  worthwhile  activities 
in  its  65th  year  of  service  to  the  Hospital. 

Receipts  for  the  year  totaled  $39,469,  of  which  $16,828  was  spent  for 
various  services  in  the  Hospital  and  the  Dispensary,  including  $6,452  con- 
tributed to  different  clinics  for  blood  transfusions,  special  drugs,  and  other 
needs  of  patients.  From  our  current  receipts  and  gifts  made  directly  to  the 
Hospital,  $216,490  was  contributed  to  endowments  (see  page  3). 

A  new  project  in  1948  was  the  Ida  B.  Graham  Memorial  Fund,  established 
in  memory  of  Mrs.  David  W.  Graham,  who  gave  long  and  distinguished 
service  to  our  Board  and  Hospital.  Interest  from  this  fund  is  to  be  used  for 
scholarships,  convalescent  care,  and  other  needs  of  graduate  nurses.  Our 
1948  Thanksgiving  offering  was  allocated  to  this  fund  and  with  other  gifts 
made  a  total  of  $7,000. 

We  continued  to  support  the  Hospital  Library  which  circulated  over 
21,000  books  and  16,000  periodicals.  Magnavox  concerts  in  the  Library 
drew  appreciative  listeners  and  a  special  project  of  the  Library  Committee 
was  the  expansion  of  the  fiction  library  in  the  Nurses'  Home. 

For  our  children's  work  in  the  Hospital,  Tag  Day  brought  $2,889;  the 
Babies  Alumni,  $702;  and  the  Child's  Free  Bed  Fund  offerings  from  68 
Sunday  Schools,  $4,272. 

The  Winnetka  Auxiliary  contributed  $2,201  to  the  general  fund  of  the 
Woman's  Board  and  $5,160.50  to  the  Barbara  Ann  Smith  Memorial,  making 
a  total  of  $9,360  in  the  latter  fund  for  a  Teen-Age  Girls'  Ward. 

The  School  of  Nursing  Committee  gave  teas  for  students  and  provided 
reference  books,  projector  and  slides  for  classroom  use,  two  Missionary 
Nurse  scholarships,  one  postgraduate  scholarship,  and  honor  awards  of  $100 
each  to  two  1948  graduates,  selected  as  the  best  all-around  nurses. 

We  expanded  our  support  of  Social  Service  Department  activities,  had 
an  average  of  57  volunteers  per  month  who  gave  much  needed  service  in 
the  Hospital,  maintained  the  Gift  Shop,  provided  jelly  and  fruit  juice  for 
ward  patients,  and  sewed  over  11,000  articles  for  use  in  the  Hospital. 

Not  the  least  of  our  contributions  is  the  spreading  of  information  and 
the  building  of  goodwill  through  orientation  tours  in  the  Hospital,  talks 
at  our  regular  meetings  by  department  heads  and  members  of  the  Medical 
Staff,  and  talks  given  at  Thanksgiving  teas  and  before  other  groups.
